The finance committee reported 
in favor of a tax levy of $1.40, 
of which amonnt 15 cents is to go 
for school tax. The poll tax was 
placed at $1.50. The ordinance 
was adopted by a vote of 12 to o. 

The sale of the lot on St. Clair 
street at the end of the bridge to 
Jno. R. Todd was confirmed by the 
council. 

The fire committee reported that 
they had expended only I150 of 
the $300 appropriated to repair 
the fire alarm system and asked 
that they be allowed to have 
foundation of engine house repair- 
ed. On. motion of Mr. Miles, they 
were instructed to have work 
done. 

The workhouse committee re 
ported in favor of receiving Mr. 
Lillis' bid lor repairs to workhouse, 
it being $590 and the lowest bid. 
The report was adopted. 

The same committee reported 
in favor of electing a workhouse 
keeper. The report of the com- 
mittee was adopted, and Mr. B. 
F. Morrison was re-elected. 

The petition of citizens 01 
Broad way, asking that the L. & N 
railroad be allowed to unload 
Forepaugh's circus on said street, 
was granted. 

A petition for extension of 
sewer on Mero street was urged by 
Mr. Pruett. 

On motion of Mr. Haly, the 
matter was referred to City Engi- 
neer and health committee of 
council to be composed of 5 mem- 
bers. 

The ordinance committee re- 
ported an ordinance allowing the 
street railway company to transfer 
box cars over Murray and Second 
streets in South Frankfort and to 
haul freight in less than car load 
lots over said streets in their 
freight motor. The loading and 
unloading to be done on a switch 
and off of the street. The matter 
was referred to street committee. 

The ordinance in relation to 
additional arc lights had its 
second reading and was passed. 

The ordinance defining the 
duties of the collector and naming 
the amount of his bond had its 
second reading and was adopted. 

The report of the police com- 
mittee, recommending that Mr. 
F. P. Lewis be relieved from

The council then adjourned un- 
til Wednesday night when an 
appeal meeting was held to allow 
all who felt agrieved at their as- 
sessments to be heard. 

At the meeting Wednesday 
night, the Mayor and a full board 
were present, as was a good 
sized crowd of property holders, 
whose grievances were listened to 
patiently by the councilmen, and 
after all had been heard, it was 
decided to meet in executive ses- 
sion and settle the matters present 
ed. 

The ad valorum tax ordninance 
was adopted, making the rate 
$1.40 for 1894.

DIED SUDDENEY. 

Mr. J as. D. Moore Found Dead 
on the Hunk of Stoney 
Creek. 

Thursday morning Mr. Jas. D. 
Moore, who lived on Kentucky 
street, in Bellepoint, took his [ 
minnow bucket and sein and left 
home, telling his wife that he was 
goin^ to the country to assist a 
friend with his tobacco. He went 
out the Stoney Creek pike and 
sometime during the morning was 
seen by William and Howard 
Masters, who live in the neighbor- 
hood, to leave the pike whtre 
Stoney Creek crosses it and go 
up the creek, as they supposed to 
sein for minnows. Some time 
afterwards they, too, started up 
the creek in search of minnows 
and crawfish, and found Mr. 
Moore lying upon the bank of the 
creek dead. He had evidently 
sat down upon a little mound to 
prepare to wade in the water, as 
he had one shoe and sock off when 
found. 

Coroner Dehoney was notified, 
went out and held an inquest. 
Dr. Miles was called as a witness, 
who gave it as his opinion from 
an examination of the body that 
death was produced by some 
affection of the heart, and the 
jury returned a verdict to that 
effect. 

Mr. Moore was about 75 years 
of age and leaves a wife and several 
grown children.

The Freight Ordliianee. 

By reference to the Council 
proceedings it will be seen that an 
ordinance was presented to the 
Council Tuesday night and laid 
over, granting the Street Railway 
Company the right to move freight 
in cars over Second and Murray 
streets.

Should the line be extended 
around the Boulevard to connect 
with the L. & N. it will likely be 
carried on down into the streets of 
Bellepoint also, which the citizens 
of that town are very anxious to 
have the company do.

Kentucky River Appropriation. 

We regret to learn from a letter 
of Col. A. S. Berry to Judge L. 
Hord of the failure of his amend- 
ment to the River and Harbor 
bill, increasing the appropriation 
for the Kentucky river from £ioo, 
OOO to #200,000, and placing the 
work under contract to the 
amount of £1,500,000. In offer- 
ing and contending for this amend- 
ment, Col. Berry has shown his 
continued friendship and devotion 
to the interest ol our people in a 
manner they are not likely to for- 
get.

Kentucky River Improvement, of 
which Hon. W. J. Hendrick is chair- 
man, W. H. Murray, Secretary, and 
Hona. Grant Green and E. H. Taylor, 
jr., Judge B. G. Williams, Messrs. Jos. 
Robinson and D. M. Woodson are 
members, are not satisfied with the 
amount appropriated to the Kern 
tucky river by the River and Harbor 
Committee of the House of Congress 
and have addressed the following 
communication to our Senators 
Congress, and papers favorable to 
the cause are requested to publish 
the same: 



although the Secretary of War 
1 recommended $500,000 for the Ken- 
tucky river to the last Congress, 
which was ignored by said Congress. 
Although the Kanawha river, of 
West Virginia, received from the 
last Congress an appropriation of 
$600,000, and now have three locks 
and dams under contract that will 
cost $1,081,000, and the Kentucky 
river is to be given $100,000 by the 
f the i comm ' ttee °f River and Harbors of 
House, in fact we are informed that 
the House has passed the bill without 
amendment increasing the amount 
for the Kentucky river. We ask is 
this justice to Kentucky by Congress? 
When and under what circumstances 
does West Virginia rank Kentucky 
that she can receive large appropria- 
tions from Congress and Kentucky 
receives nothing, or its equivalent a 
pittiance? 

We now ask you earnest attention 
to the collections made in the 7th 
Internal Revenue District of Ken- 
tucky (bordering on the Kentucky 
river), headquarters at Lexington, 
by the United States in the same

When the haughty Chief of the 
Confederate Greeks drew his baton 
of office over the Athenian Themis- 
tocles, pressing his advice with pa- 
triotic urgency, -Strike," said the 
Athenian, presenting his shoulder to 
the blow, -strike, but hear me!" 
' This department has endeavored in 
every way to be heard by the Con- 
gress of the United States, in behalf 
of the Kentucky river and its im- 
mediate improvement by the said 
.United States, all to no purpose, as it 
would appear from the action of 
the River and Harbor Committee of 
the present House. A portion of said 
committee visited Kentucky and in- 
spected the Kentucky river, Frank- 
fort to Cedar Lock, 20 miles below 
Frankfort; then from Frankfort to 
High Briage, where they took the 
care to Beattyville. This committee 
had requested the President, by reso- 
lution of the City Council of Frank 
fort as well as a House resolution of 
the Legislature, to have the Secretary 
of War recommend to Congress that 
$500,000 be appropriated for the 
river and to have the river placed 
under the contract system, and to 
recommend the amount estimated to 
complete the work $1,624,000. The 
President complied with the request 
and the Secretary of War made the 
recommendatiou as above indicated, 
as it would seem, all to no purpose, 
for the River and Harbor Committee 
oftheHouse took the recommenda- 
tions of the Secretary of War for the 
Kentucky River, as savages would a 
looking glass, broke it to smithereens 
by recommending one-fifth or $100,- 
000 of the amount recommended by 
the Secretary of War, which was $500, 
000. Such work by the said commit- 
tee is simply an outrage upon this 
people and this river, and to protest 
against the same being heaped upon 
them by a concurrence of the Senate 
is the cause of this committee ad- 
dressing you Senators upon the sub- 
ject. 

Webster has said: "That no Govern- 
ment is respectable which is not 
Just; that without sacred publi 
principle, fidelity and honor no mode 
of Government, no machinery of laws 
can give dignity to political society." 

Consider what we submit below 
and inform this department if, in 
your honest opinions, whether or not 
the American Government has dealt 
honestly with your people, and if 
said Government is now dealing hon- 
estly with them as concerning the 
appropriations for the Kentucky 
river about to be made by Congress 
or at least by the House? 

You Senators are aware that the 
Kentucky river was ceded to the 
United States by act of the Legisla- 
ture of 1879-80, upon condition that 
Congress would make navigation 
free, and extend the system to the 
Three-Forks. Since then, by suc- 
cessive appropriations aggregating 
one million foui? hundred and ninety 
seven thousand five hundred dollars 
($1,497,600) the United States has re- 
paired the works, restoring naviga- 
tion for 100 miles und completed Lock 
No. 6. extending slack water to High 
bridge, the crossing of the Cincin- 
nati Southern railroad, about 112 
miles from its mouth. 

You must bear in mind that there 
was no appropriation by Congress 
for the Kentucky river for the follow- 
ing years, viz: 1883-0 7 9-91-3, 



iberal this people with her appro- 
priations of $1,497,600 for the Ken- 
tucky river. Collections from June 
30th, 1880 to year ending June 30th, 
1892, as per Internal Revenue reports 
for said years was $23,852,352 83 from 
this district alone, against $1,479,500, 
appropriated by Congress for the 
Kentucky river. Is this justice to this 
people on the part of the United 
States? We now come down to the 
present time, at least as near as we 
can quote, the icollections made, to 
wit: Collections made by Stamp Dep 
uty at Frankfort during the year 1892. 
$1,191,025.50; item for the first seven 
months of the year, beginning Janu- 
ary. 1, 1893, $950,395.50; total collec- 
tions by Stamp Deputy at Frankfort 
in nineteen months, $2,141,422.10. En- 
closed official statement from Col. W. 
M. Shelby, Deputy Collector, April 
11th, 1894, (2) letters. 

Senators, it has been said by one of 
Kentucky's most gifted sons that 
Congress is the great inquest of the 
nation, the two Houses are the two 
eyes of the people. They are author- 
ized to provide for the common de- 
fense, and to regulate commerce be- 
tween the States. The object of this 
committee in addressing you upon 
this vital subject as concerns this 
people (your people) is that you 
may direct the two eyes of 'the 
nation above referred to to the great 
injustice they have done to this peo 
pie by collecting the enormous sums 
of money on their industries and 
luxuries and refusing them appro- 
priations that will lir the direct 
meanB of developing one-fourth the 
area of the State, and unlocking a 
10,000 square mile coal Held, and 
forever putting it beyond the 
possibility of a coal famine either at 
Louisville.

The Internal Revenue derived from 
Kentucky by the Government as a 
tax on her industries from 1802 to 1893 
was $326,242,407.60, for the year 1893 
was $26,618,920.36; an increase over 
the preceding year of nearly $5,000,-

Journal, Julv 26th. 1893.) The Sundry 
Civil Appropriation Bill reported to 
the House to-day carries an aggre- 
gate appropriation of $39,824,834. 
This includes $10,115,760 appropriated 
for River.and Harbor Improvements 
(See article Courier-Journal Wash- 
ington, January 18th. inclosed ) Out 
of all this appropriation there was 
not a dollar for the Kentucky river. 
The money must be collected here 
and appropriated elsewhere. Is that 
justice, such as has been defined 
above?
